* (If raised: deployment of carriers last March was measured and appropriate) 

* We do not support Taiwan independence, nor U.N. state membership 

* U.S. continues to support One China Policy, Three Joint Communiques 

3. DISCUSS YOUR CONVERSATIONS WITH PRESIDENT CLINTON 

* Asia-Pacific region will continue to enjoy President's focus 

* President committed to resourcing continued security and stability in region 

4. DISCUSS YOUR RECENT TRIP TO JAPAN (TAB G) 

* The U.S.-Japan security arrangement is defensive; principles unchanged 

* Japan is not a nuclear power, constitution renounces the use of force 

* Aim is to ensure continued regional security and stability 

* Japan, like the U.S., is committed to peaceful resolution of regional differences 

* China has benefited from the success of the U.S.-Japan security arrangement
